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‘GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 
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Fellow-citizens of the Senate and Assembly 


You have convened under the provisions of the constitution of the 
state of Wisconsin, to perform as representatives of the people, the 1mpor- 
tant.duties contemplated by that instrument. 

The first session ot the legislature of a free people, after assuming the 
, pohtical identity of a sovereign state, is an event of no ordinary charactér 
jn its history, and will be fraught with consequences of the highest 1m- 
portance to its future weifare and prosperity. 

Wisconsin possesses the natural elements, fostered by a judicious system 
of legislation, to become one of the most populous and prosperous states 
of the American Umon. With a soil unequalled in fertility, and produ& 
tive of all the necessary comforts of hfe, rich in mineral weath, with 
commercial advantages unsurpassed by any inland state, possessing ex- 
tensive manufacturing facilities, with a salubrious chmate and peopled 
with a population enterprising, industrious and. intelligent, the course of 
the state of Wisconsin must be onward, until she ranks among the first of 
the states of the great west. 

It 15 under the most favorable auspices that the state of Wisconsin has 
taken her position among the family of states. With a population num" 
bering nearly one quarter of a million, and rapidly increasing, free from 
the incubus of a state debt, and rich 1n the réturn yielded as the reward of 
labor án allsthe branches of industrial pursuits, our state occupies anenvi- 
* j sition abroad that is highly gratifyang X the pride of « our people. 
"The agricultural, mining, lumbermg, contre jal apshaghanufacturing 

advantages which Wisconsin presents to the, enterprising dr the 
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liberality and equality of her laws, has made her not only the home of the 
American citizen, but she has hecome tha favored asylum and-retreat of the 
oppressed of other nations. In whatever view our new state is regarded 
the prospect that tsspread before usis bright and promising. We possess 
every advantage necessary to render an enterprising and intelligent people 
happy, contented and wealthy. 

Our people, impelled by the spirit of adventure and enterprise in our 
own country, or driven hy the hand of oppression from foreign lands, have 
cast themselves upon the soil of Wisconsin as their adopted home, to se- 
cure that social and political equality so necessary to true happiness and 
prosperity. Possessing common interests and having common objects to 
accomplish, may the onward course of our people to the goal of their 
aspirations be unobstructed, and nothing occur to interrupt their united 
and harmonious action. z 

It is for the representatives of the people, by judicious legislation, to 
promote their interests, to secure more firmly their rights, and to harmon- 

“ize the intercourse between them. The burdens of a state government will 
-bear heavily upon them at first. But to render those burdens as light as 
«possible at all times, with a due regard to the public service, a rigid econ- 
omy in the administration of the government should be observed, and a 
strict accountability of all disbursimg officers should be exacted and enforced. 
'This course will contine the taxes to be levied within the narrowest limits 
Fossible, and be conducive to their well-being and satisfaction . 

In discharging the duty imposed by the constitution upon the executive, 

* shall briefly-submit to your consideration for legislative action ut this 
session, such important measures only, as thé true interest of the state 
seems to require, and its organization under the constitution 1mperiously 
demands. 

The first duty that you will be called upon to perform, in your repre. 
sentative character, will be to elect two senators, to represent the staté in 
the senate of the United States. Your early discharge of this duty is re- 
spectfully urged, that Wisconsin may be fully répresented in the federal 
"congress, and her voice heard in its deliberations.

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Yt will ‘be your duty to carry out this section of that law in detail, and in 
a pecuniary point of view, prudence would dictate your speedy action. 

The term *of service of the present members of congress of this state" 
will expire on the fourth of March next. The passage of-a law. at this’ 
session, providing for the election of these officers, and for such county: 
officers ás the constitution requirés to be eleeted, az the general election in 
Nevember next, 1s recommended for your action. 

The constitution has recognized the democratic principle that the people 
are the source of all power, and 1t has declared that they should, by their 
future suffrages, elect the judicial officers of the state; in fnrtherance of 

. this principle, it has made it the duty. of the législature, at this session. to. 
provide for the election and classification of the judges of the circuit court. 
L would therefore recommend the immediate passage of a law to carry out 
this provision of the constitation, 

The present 1s justly characterized as the age of progressive improve- 
mentyand no subject 1s occupying the serious attention of practical legis. 
lators more earnestly than that of lega: and munitipal reform in the law 
and inthe practice and proceedings of courts of record. The necessity 
and propriety of simplifying and reducing to a uniform system, the prac, 
tice of such courts m this state, must be obvious to every intelligent mind. 
The verbose and techmcal forms of pleáding. and the nice distinctions 
drawn between remedies ior injuries, and actions of a similar nature, have 
created great uneértainty in the remedial law, and frequently cause mani- 
fest injustice to suitors 

A concise and-suecinct statement of thè facts constituting the cause of 
action or grounds of defence, in clear and unambiguous langnage, divested 
of the technicalities and subtleties which constitute thé principal evils of 
the present syster of practice, is sufficient for all practical purposes, and is 
sustained by sound reason. à 

I would urge upon the legislature the early passage of a law, at this 
session, to carry into effect the 22d section of the 7th article of the consti: 
tution, which provides for the appointment of three commissioners; “to 
inquire into; revise and simplify the rules of practice, pleadings, forms and 

. proteediugs, and arrange a system adapted to the courts of record of'this 
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" LA cónneétion with this subject, I would call your attention to the pro- 
priety aud necessity^of a revision of the statute laws of the stateyithe 
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appointment of commissioners for that purpose, or to impose this duty 
upon the commissioners to be provided for under the constitutional pro- 
vision. The necessity of such a revision, to adapt the statute to the con- 
stitutional law, to render it certain and easy of access to every citizen. is 
too obvious to require argument. 

The manner in which the fees and charges of the judges of probate have 
been heretofore taxed, has been the eause of much complaint in many por- 
tions of the state. That the proper corrective may be applied im ease 
abuses exist, the subject is brought to tho notice of the legislature. 

The principles of our government being republican, all power emana- 
ling from the people, and they being the governors, as well as the govern- 
ed, 1t becomes the duty, and should be the primary object of those entrüsted 
with the legislation of the state, to originate, and carry out to practical 
results, such measures as will tend to elevate the' people in the scale of 
moral excellence and intellectual improvement. Equabty is the basis of 
our free institutions, and the true policy ıs, so far as possible; by proper 
and judicious legislation, to produce that equality, as well social and antel- 
leetual, as political. The people should be educated to know their rights, 
and when known, they will be always ready and the first to sustain them. 
No one measure of governmental policy, can contribute more to the sta- 
bility of our institutions and the permanent welfare of the whole commu- 
nity, than a well-regulated system of public instruction, of common schools, 
open and free to all, Every state should provide that every child.shall 
have the means of bemg well educated, and prepared to become a useful 
member.of the body politic, and take care that none are reared in igno- 
rance. m 

The munificent provisions contamed in the coustitution for the support 
of schools, manifests the deep interest our people feel in the subject. Asa 
measure of great public benefit, I would recommend to your favorable 
consideration, a revision of the school laws now in force, and the re-enact- 
ment ofanew and efficient systemof public instruction, to be uniform through- 
out the state, adapted to the wants ofthe community, and based upon constitu- 
tional provisions. Also, that an annual tax be levied for the support of 
common schools, to be continued until a permanent school fund shall be 
provided by the state. I would also suggest the propnety of the p 
of a law at your present session, providing for the election of a state su- 
Perintendent of schoole, as provided 1n the first section of article 10 of the 
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constitution. Such an officer will have a general supervision over public. 
instruction, andit will be his peculiar province, to make such suggestions. 
and collect such statistical information as experience will render necessa-' 
ry to make perfect a system of schools, and correct existrig defects. Some 
legislative enactments should be made at this session to collect and inves- 
the funds appropriated by the constitution to create a school fund. Many 
of the school lands are valuable only for the timber upon them. It be- 
comes therefore highly 1mportant that such lands should be protected from 
the depredations of trespassers. Tn the mining districts some of the school 
sections are known to contain valuable lead mines which yield little or no 
revenue. The propnety therefore 1s suggested of passing a law investing 
the proper officers with the authority, and making it their duty to prevent 
trespasses from being committed on these lands, and when committed to 
prosecute for the same, and also to lease for a short time such school lands: 
as contain lead ore. 

1 shall leave to the wisdom of the legislature the question of the expedi- 
ency of making any provisions at its present session, preparatory to asale 
of the school and university lands. 

Sound economy and prudence would dictate that some steps should be 
taken at an early day, by the legislature, with the view of having located 
and set apart by the proper department of the general government the 
500,000 acres of land donated to the state by congress. / 

Under the existing laws of the state, two different systems of county 
government are in full operation, which has produced much diffieulty in. 
legislating for them, and will continue to create confusion and require a: 
multiplicity of enactments whenever legislation may affect the government 
of counties. 

All general laws should be uniform, and that uniformity should not be 
departed from except in extraordinary cases, 

In view of the evils arising from the present “systems of county and 
town government. the constitution has wisely enjoined.the legislature to: 
establish but one system of such government, and tò make the same uni- 
form throughout the state. I therefore recommend that this provision of 
the constitution be carried out m detail at your presènt session, as a meas- 
ure af great public. utility. ; 
‘Criminals sentenced to punishment in the state prison for violations of 
' the criminal laws, are now confined in the county jails during the'period of 
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Their punishment; at a great expense to the state, and without any corres 
ponding benefit either to the criminals or the people. The object of pun- 
ishment 15 the prevention of crime: It has a two-fold influence: one is, the 
reformation of the offender, and fo render him a useful member of society, 
the other, to deter others from a violation of the laws. The life of the 
criminal 18 now spentin a demoralizing inactivity, in the county ‘ail, 
without any opportumty of receiving that mvigorating exercise in the open 
air, so necessary to health. Humanity towards the unfortunate offender 
pleads, and sound public economy demands, that a state prison should be 
provided by the state, im whieh the sentenees under the criminal law may 
be executed, aud the health and morals of offenders cared for under a judi- 
cious system of-prison discipline. 

The propriety; therefore. of providing the ways and means of at least 
commencing the erection of a sultable-pemientiary for the state, is respect- 
fully urged upon your consideration. 

- Your attention is also invited to the consideration of eapital punish- 
ment. The penalty imposed for the violation of the laws should be grad- 
uated according to the magnitude of the offence, and the degree of tmoral 
guilt manifested in the commission of the act. Upon this principle the 
punishment of all ciiminals is based and carried out under existing laws 
of the state, except for the crime of murder. ‘Fhe present laws make no 
distincrión in the penalty inflicted on the assassin, who, for the purposes of 
gain, or black revenge, in midmght darkness, steals upon the slumbers of 
his victim, and takes his hfe, or secretly administers the deadly poison to 
effect his end, and one who, in a sudden passion and heat of blood, takes 
life. The offender in both eases woule be guilty of murder, and their pun. 
ishment capital. There 1s a wide difference in the degrees of moral guilt; 
in the two cases, and reason would diciate that there should be a corres- 
ponding difference in the punishment. Let the first be capital, and the sec- 
ond imprisonment in the state prison for life, or some fixed time, to’ be teg- 
ulated by the circumstances of each case. The passage of a law so modi- 
fying the punishment of the crime of murder, I recommend as a humane 
measure. , 

-Prespectíully suggest a revision of the militia laws of the state, and that 
they be placed upon such a basis as can be enforced by the state govern- 
ment, and sustained hy publie sentiment. The utihiy of militia musters 
has becomé.a question of doubt, and experience shows that it is not com- ` 
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. mensurate with the burdens imposed upon those liable to do thís duty, 


Hitherto, under the territorial government, the efforts to organize the- mi- 
hug have proved unsuccessful, so far as I have been informed, and it 15 be- 
lieved that any attempt by the state government, to enforce the mustering 
of „the militia and company diills. will prove equally abortive. Public 
opinion will not sustain 1t and the reason 1s obvious. In a military point 
of view, the martial exercise of the militia 15 of no substantial benefit, when 
brought into actual service. 

The patriotism of the people is egual to any emergency. The substitu- 
tion of enrollment for mustéring and training, and the payment of a small 
sum as commutation money by those subject to perform military duty 
would accomplish all the real and useful advantages of the system, and be 
less burdensome to the people. lIsubm:t the sub ect, however, to the wis- 
dom of the legislature. 

I would invite your attention to the subject of the * canal lands,” as one 
worthy of important consideration. The reports of the register and recei- 

-ver of these lands, with such other information and suggestions relating to 
this subject, as the public welfaié may require, will be communicated to 
the legislature for its consideration, at an early period of the sessión 

The statetreasurer and auditor (now the secretary ofstate) are by láw 
required to make their reports 1n relation to the condition of the fiscal 
affairs of the state, to the legislatare and not to the executive department. 
Iam unable, therefore, to inform you of the available means in the treasu- 

"ury, or of the accounts of the state in the auditor's ofkce. I doubt not 
that those officers will, at an early day, submit their reports for your in- 
formation, upon which you will take such action as the public interests 
require. ; 

The outstanding liabilities of the state, if any, created under the territo- 
rial government, should be ascertained and provision made for their pay- 
ment. Reference ıs made to this subject that justice may be done to the 
public creditors. ~ ‘ a 

. The finances of the state will merit your careful and deliberate investi- 
gation The ways and means over and above the avalable resources now 
in the treasury, should be proyided to meet the current expenses of the 
state, for the fiscal year ending or: the first Monday of January next. 

P The public faith must be sustamed and all the liabilities of the state prompt" 
ly met. Thetrue interests of the state and people and an economical admin" 
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‘ istration of its fiscal affans imperiously call forit The basis upon which 
the credit of the state is established in the inception of its political exist- 
ence, will mark its future character for years I trust you ‘will at the 
present session make such legislative enactménts as will place the finances 
of the state upon a sure and solid footing, that will ensure á prompt còm- 
pliance with all its pecuniary obligations, We have before us the example 
of our sister states in striking contrast between the advantages of a sound 
public credit, and the consequences resulting from an accumulated state 
debt and violation of public faith, highly detrimental 1o the best interests 
of the people and alike injurious to individual enterprise. Let us profit by 
their example and at all times be prepared to say to the state creditors, we 
are ready to fulfil our engagements. A failure or wanton neglect to meet 
just liabilities is practical repudiation, Never let 1t be said that Wisconsin 
soil generates or nourishes such a principle. 

The immediate avarlable sources ofrevenue1ha state just entering upon its 
political existence, must necessarily be limited, and aresort must be had to its 
natural wealth by direct taxation for the purpose of revenue. Onr consti- 
tution has disposed of all other sources of revenue for the laudable object 
of creating a munificent school fund. A direct tax upon property, real and 
personal, is therefore the only reliable quarter from which the means can 
be realized to defray the current expenses of the state. 1 would therefore 
.respeetfully recommend the levying of a direct tax sufficient to cover any 
deficiency of the treasury in meeting the expenses of the state for the pres- 
ent fiscal year. The state tax authorized to be levied under the present 
laws is limited in amount and laid at different periods of time. In those 
xounties under the commissioner system of government, the taxes are lévied 
in July, and in those counties under the township system in September. 
In the event that the amount of state taxes now authorized by law to be 
Jevied should be insufficient to supply the wants of the treasury, and an 
additional tax levied for the purpose referred Lo, it would require the imme- 
diate action of the legislature in directing the tax to be levied, or in post. 
«poning to a later day the time of levymg taxes in those counties under-the 
commissioner system of government, so as to avoid a multiplicity of tax 
Warrants in the same county in any one year, and confusion in their-col- 
lection. FEE 
~ While upon the.sobject. df. revenue, T-wonld call the attention of the 
legisiatüre to the different; kindy of property subject to taxation. In yore 
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counties real estate without improvements, merchandize and stock im in- 
corporated companies only, are liable to taxation, and in others both per- 
sonal and real estate with improvements are taxed. This system 1s evi- 
dently founded on a wrong basis, and does not bear equally upon all branch- 
es of industry. The true principle of taxation in republican governments, 
having a due regard to the rights of the whole people, extending equal 
protection to all, and exclusive favors to nome, 1s that all property, real 
and personal, should be taxed in the same ratio according to its value. 
Property receiving its protection from the state, and being the only source 
out of whieh the means of supporting 1ts government can be derived, should 
yield that support as an equivalent for the protection afforded to 1t by 
the government. This principle ,carried out will bear equally upon all, 
and be oppressive to none. I would reeommend such a modification of 
the present laws relating to the descriptions of property subject to taxa- 
tion as will correspond with the views expressed. The constitution recog- 
nizes this principle, and the true interests of the state require it. 


The constitution, in the bill of rights, declares that “the privilege of the 


debtor to enjoy the necessary comforts of life shall be recognized by whole- 
some laws, exempting a reasonable amount of property from seizure er 
sale, for the payment of any debt or liability hereafter contracted." That 
the principle of exemption 1s correct, humane and just towards the unfor- 
tunate debtor, is universally admitted. The principle being conceded, it 
therefore becomes a question of expediency only, as to the amount and spe- 
cies of property to be exempted. On this question, public opinion is di- 
vided. l 

On the one hand it is contended that personal property only, should be 
beexempted, and on the other, that the debtor should-have a reasonable 
amount of real estate as a “ hamestead” exempt irom forced sale. > 

If the debtor is not to be stripped ot all the comforts of life, and himself 
and family left destitute, there can be no good reason, resting upon princi- 
ciple or public policy, urged to sustain any distinction in the kinds of pro- 
perty to be exempted. The same principle that would exempt personal 
property would apply with equal force to the exemption of real estate. , 

This subject I have given much reflection, and am fully convinced that 
the exemption from forced sale, of a reasonable amount of real estate as a 
homestead’ for the debtor, though in my opinion unwise and impolitic 
as a constitutional law, would be as a statutory provision, a measure of per- 
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manent publie benefit, create sound individual credit, suppress fraud, pre- 
vent want, and raise the morai character of our people. 

I therefore respectfully call your attention to this subject as worthy of 
consideration, and urge that provision be made by law to carry out the home- 
stead exemption principle. In framing such a law, care-should be taken 
to guard it well against fraud, and limit the amount of property exempted, 
within reasonable bounds, and confine its provisions to debts hereafter con- 
tracted and to persons with families that the law makes it their as to 
provide for and support ‘sy 

Theimpiovement of the internal communication of our state will at no 
distant day occupy a considerable share of publie attention. No portion 
of our country presents greater facilities for a judieious system of internal 
improvements, or holds out greater inducements for a profitable investment 
of capital in them than this state. I do not deem it advisable at this time 
. to do more than to refer your attention to the importance of the subject 
generally, except in one particular. The improvement of the Fox and 
Wisconsin rivers will be entitled to your consideration To aid this great 
work, and perfect this important natural link of communication between 
the Mississippi river and the lakes, congress has made a liberal grant of 
land. The agrieultural, lumbering and commercial importance pf that por- 
tion of the state to be effected by this improvement would seem. to require 
that some steps should be taken to carry out the grant. Your attention is 
therefoze directed to the subject 

Good harbors upon the western shores of Lake Michigan, arid the im- 
provement of the rapids of the Mississippi river, are subjects of such known 
and acknowledged commercial importance, not only to this state, but to 
the wholé Union, that 1t will only bé necessary to refer-you to them at this 
time to induce such steps to be taken as will be calculated to further their 
-accomplishment The views of the legislature on thosé subjects, embodied 
‘in a memorial to congress, with proper instructions to our senators and rê- 
presehtatives 1n that body, would not fail to have itg due weight. 

The universal prosperity which pervades our whole country, and the ami- 
cable relations which exist between our national government and foreign 
nations, (with ene exception,) is a source of high saunei and great 
national pride to every American citizen. 

Drawn into an unfortunáte but on bur part justiñable contest with a 
neighboring republic, the government has prosecuted it to the most brilliant 
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results for the national honor and credit, with that energetic and vigorous 
perseverance, which on all occasions, characterizes the American psople. 
The gratitude of the whole country is due to the administration and the 
army of the Union, for the prompt manner in which the nation’s rights and 
and honor have been vindicated, in the war with Mexico, and the co-opera- 
tion of the whole country should be united with the government to effect 
a speedy and honorable peace. 

This contest has proved the strength and power of republican institutions. 
That the people are capable of sel£government ıs reduced to an axiom in 
our happy land. The principle of a full rehance apon the people as a basis 
of government is beginning to show itselt in practical results upon the 
eastern continent. Europe is in a state of social and political revolution. 
'The masses of the people are demanding their natural rights of their he- 
reditary oppressors. 

France has already ihrown off the yoke of her citizen despot, and based 
her Éoverninént upon principles of liberty and equality. Her people are 
- entitled to our warmest sympathses fortheir efforts in favor of the nghts of 
man, and their success will meet with an ardent response in every Ameri- 
can bosom ‘The rising spirit of freedom 1s not confined to France, but is 
manifesting itself throughout Europe, and I trust that it will continue to 
rise until all mankind are not only declared to be, but are free and equal. 

I have thus brought to your notice such subjects tor your legislative ac- 
tion as the public interest demanded , expecting, However, that some of the 
subjects referred to will be confided to the commissioners that may be ap- 
pointed to revise and codify the statute laws of the state. 

The local and particular legislation required by the wants of the people 
is knowh to you, and wall claim that attention at your hands which their 
merits demand. You are fresh from the people, and are presumed to know 

, all of their wants, and knowing them, will see that they are provided for. 

I sübmit the propriety of making this session as short as à due regard 
to the public interest and proper orgamzation of the state government un- 
der the constitution will admit of. 

T trust that nothing will occur to interrupt the harmony of yóur legis- 

,lative action and social intercourse; and in conclusion, permit me to as- 
sure the representatives of the people, that the hearty co-operation of the 
executive will be at all times extended to further and promote the public

By an act of the territorial legislature, approved February 13, 1841, it 
is made the duty of the secretary of the territory, as soon as he should have 
funds 1n his hands for the payment of outstanding debts, bearing interest, 
to advertise to that effect, and providing that the interest should cease witb- 
in a given time thereafter, specified in said act. The treasurer, by a sub» 
sequent law, having become the proper disbursing offiéer to pay the demands 
designated, and there being a surplus in thé treasury, I caused the nécessa- 
ry notice to be published in March last, and have not computed or paid in- 
terést upon bonds redeemed since that time. 

By a joint resolution, approved March 13, 1848, it was made the duty 
of the treasurer “to demand and receive from the United States, the amount 
duë to the territory for scrip and bonds held by the territory, which by act 
of congress of 29th of August, A. D. 1842, was made payable out of the 
United States treasury. 

The amount of that class of demands, as near as 3 have been able to as- 
certain the same, will not vary, far from $9,000; but not finding it ¢onven- 
ient; at this particular season of the year, to make a pleasure trip to Wash- 
ington, at the expense of the territory, I have endeavored to comply with 
the first part of the requirement of the resolution, by making the * demand," 
through our delegate 1n congress ; but so far as the second branch of the 
requirement, viz: that of “receiving,” is concerned, the resolution is as im- 
potent as the aetion of the treasury department is tardy and uncertain. 

There remains due a large amount of revenue from yarious counties, ma- 
ny of which have been in arrears for several years, and in one instance, a 
large and populous county has, since her organization, withheld the entire 
amount bf her territorial tax from the public treasury. ; 

The following statement will spow thé amount of tax due from the 
several 'tounties, and the particular amount delinquent in each county, for 
each year:

Iowa county has also an additional indebtedness, which lies in the treas- 
ury, in the shape of county orders, of three hundred dollars, 

The act providing for the assessment and collection of revenue, having 
incorporated in it no penalties for violations by neglect, appears to have 
none of the “terrors of the law,” so essential to procure a prompt observ- 
ance of 1ts provisions, and may be trampled upon with as little impunity 
as a criminal code, stripped of its penal enactinen:s. 

That those counties voluntarily paying their revenue should bear all the 
burthens of taxation, for the support of the state, 1s such obvious injustice 
as to be clearly perceptible to the darkest vision, and the most obtuse in- 
tellect. i 

I would suggest the propriety of so amending the law, as to require each 
county that is in arrears, to pay over the amount tu the state treasurer 
within a reasonable limited time, and in default thereof, that a per centum 
penalty be added to the amount so due and unpaid, and that the attorney 
general be required to sue for and collect the same for the use of the state. 

The funds ın the treasury have been amply sufficient at all times, to meet 
every legitimate demand made against it, since the close of the last session 
of the legislative assembly of the territory, and a reasonable doubt cannot 
bé entertained but that the state government has commenced its operation 
untrammeled with debt, except that contracted on account of the Milwau- 
kee and Rock River canal, and the sale of the lands donated to aid 1n the 
construction of the same. y 

In the annual report of the treasurer of the territory, dated February 25, 
1848, the amount paid into the treasury from the sale of said lands, is sta- 
ted at ninety-two thousand, seven hundred and fifty seven dollars, and eigh- 
ty-six cents, all of which has been disbursed in liquidation of the debts,

The committee on education and schoo] lands, to whom was referred sp 
much of his Excellency the Governor's message as relates to that matter, 
beg leave to make the folowing 

REPORT; 


As the presentis that critical conjuncture in the existence of our young 
commonwealth; when we are called upon to take the.initiatiye in framing

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& system of public instruction. which, in the appropriate langnagé of his 
Excellency the Governor, “will tend to elevate the people in the scale of 
moral excellence and intellectual improvement,’ your commitice have 
thought it incumbent on them to make such suggestions and recommenda: 
tions as have occurred to their minds, wlth regard ta the policy, or rather 
the duty, of extending the fostering care of the state over the intellectual 
cultuze of every mind within iis limits, and conse ,uenily of exercising. a 
benign influence aver the moral tone of its whole people 

By the sanctions of Holy Writ, and by the precepts and the — 
enlightened aud good men among theancients, as n all time since,it is made 
the duty of the state to extend the blessings of clementary instruction to 
the children of all those who. by the hand of affliction or the chance of* 
poverty, may be incompetent to pe.form a pareat's part to their offspring 
by impariing to them the beneñts of an elacation. With the Gieeks and 
the Romans, (of whose early history-andeprogress in the arts and scien.es 
we have a, more succinct and authentic account than of any contemporane- 
ous people) as well as among tLe monarchies of modem Europe, co- 
e:c;ve measures lare been resor'ed to, to gue an education to every 
child; and penalties have bez imposed upon. and exacted from. parents who 
threw obstacles in the way of their childrens attending the schools: And 
great benefits were found to result, to them, from this stringent policy. In 
Prussia, especially, a warlike but ealightenel monarch of the last century: 
having amply provided for the instruction of the whole hody.of the youth” 
ot his kingdom, decres] that every one of suitabieage, of whatever condi- 
tion in society, shouid attend the schools to receive that instruction on pain 
of being removed from the parental reof—and the child sent to the school 
house, and the derelict parent to prison! 

At that day, and among a servile pe yp'c. this arbitrary course had its de 
sired effect; and a better system o? elementary instrüction prevailed, and 
comm n-schoo! elueitioa wis more generally aiffusel, in Prussia, than in 
any other state in Europe, aud thus continnes to this day—excepting, per- 
haps, Scotlan.), peztaining to the B.itisn crown, where, in the days of the 
Scottish parliament. public schools were established in every precinct, and 
al her youth educated at the expense of thestate. The consequence is that 
‘the Scotch, in the aggregate, ala perhaps the best insiricted and most mor-, 
al people op Ratih-  « y : ,

ments have interdicted the blessings and the responsibilities of matriiony j 
to all those tho may not have availed themselves of comron telroól int 

struction. to a rasonable extent; and the able and most effic'ent superin- 

tendent of public instruction in Michigan with perhaps more philosophy 

than gallantry, not only seriously suggests the imposition of so cruel a 

tést upoh all the votar.es of hymen in that sfate, but would even progress 

beyond the ancients, dnd, after 1836, deny the right of elective franchise 

to every one who could not read and write! 

Such arbitrary pains and penalties have operated, and possibly may cons 
tinue to opérate, as incentives to the acquisition of knowledge among à 
people habi'uatéd to despotic rue, But in a representative democracy, 
such as ours, where every man 1s his own monarch, (or sovereign,) and 
Where a spirit of freedom and a sense of independence pervades every bos- 
om, moral suasion would, your cummitice are satisted. effect vastly more 
than coeicive means m establishing a system of primary instruction in 
Wiscónsin. Our “yital air is the breath of liberty; and no legislative 
enactment or system of laws can avail anything unless they harmonize vi h 
the spirit of the people—unless the depth? cf public sentiment are explored 
and studied, and:the mind of the musses reached and conciliated, It is 
conceded by all intelligent strangers who vat our state, that in no recents 
ly settled region on the globe, is public sentiment a sar reliance in this 
respect, than in Wisconsin, and probably in no new country 1s the scale of 
intelligence and the standard of morality higher than in our state 

[t was doubtless in view of the € consideiations, and with a knowledge 
that they were acting in accordance with the liberal spirit of our people? 
that the convention which framed our present consutution, set apart all in- 
cidental and extraordinary sources of revenue for the purpose of creating. a 
muúnificent school fant, leaving 1o the state only the ordinary resort to di- 
reot taxation upon its natural wealth, for means to meet the current expers 
sés of its government, 

The happy auspices underswhich we take our rank in the Unión, afford 
& flattering presage of the new destinies- and civic glories which await our 
young commonwealth, if a provident use-be mace of her rici resources for 
éduéntional purposes, . . 

"Historians have awarded to Henry the Fourth of France, the eret 
it. of. being the most benevolent mofaich of his time, for having ex- 
pressed the wish, on the occasion of a great national festival, that-“evee : 
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ry Frenchman might have a fowl in his pot on that day." For a kingly 
sentiment, that was a tolerably benevolent wish, since royalty rarely con- 
ceives of enjoyment more rational than the gratification of the carnal ap- 
petite. But at would be a more refined. a more dignified, and a fur more 
philanthropic sentiment, to wish thatevery man, woman.and child through- 
out the length and breadth of our state—of the whole Union, indeed—might 
enjoy the benents of common-schoo’ education; for ina land of liberty and 
of law, itis the province of statesmen, of legislators and of philanthropists, 
to have more care in providing instruction for the mind, than food for the 
body, of the masses.

od, all that the most ardent friends of education in our state can have rea. 
sonably anticipated fiom it——the giving a common-school education to +]

The committee on.finance, to wham was re/erred. so much: of the Gor” 
pors message as relates to finance and taxation, 


REPORT: 


That they have had the subject committed to their charge under consid- 
eration, and have given it their most eareful and delibera‘e attention, Be- 
lieving as your committee do, that the subject of finance and taxation is one 
of as deep and. immediate interest to the people as almost any other legiti- 
mate subject o; legislation ; one which.from its very nature, directly address 
ses- itself to all. they have endeavored to do the subject justice, to thefull ex. 
tent of thesrabditig, aad in bringing the same before the senate, desire brefs 
ly to state some of the reasons and facts that have guided them to the:con» 
couelósions:and recommendations submitted for the consideration and'ae». 
tien.of the legislature. l 

The accumulated expenses.incident to- the formation of a state-governe. 
aent, at best, must-lall, heavily on: a peuple whase peeunrary resources, 
though;aided by a laudable industry and frugality, fall far short of opulenes;. 
yet, inasraneh, as ¡he step has been taken by the people themselves, with.. 
mature deliberation, and a full knowledge on their part that4t would for». 
ever dry the parent fountain, which by u$.eteady though small droppings 
has hitherto in a great measure, sustained our. territorial government, your 
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- eommittee cannot but mdulge the belief that the responsibilities thus vol. 
untarily assumed, will be met without a murmur, and that the representa- 
tives of the people will be fully sustained in. providing by direct taxation 
ample means to save our infant state from that blighting curse, a public 
debt, o1 the loathsome stain of repudiation. i 
From the report of the secretary of state it appears that, that officer has 
estimated the expenses of the state goveinment foi the current year at $29, 
895 2b, but which appears not to include the salary of judges, after they 
Shall have been elected, and some other items which will doubtless swell 
the estimate in round numbers to $33,000 
This amount, allowing the estimate tu be coirect, will only support the 
state government uall the Ist January, 1849, and an additional sum of not 
less than $10,000 will be needed for the coming year 
This last estimate is made upon the estimate of the secietary of state, 
to which is added the estimated expense of revising the laws, simplifying 
the rules of practice, and such other items as your committee deem of an 
unusual.character, and not of frequent occurrence, but for which ample 
means must be provided, or the state will enter upon the second year of its 
existence with an empty treasury, and the dreaded accumulation of a state 
debt will be the inevitab e result of such neglect. l 
Assuming then, that $75,000 will be necessary to defray the expenses of 
the state before the taxes of the next year can be levied and collected, your 
committee have endeavored to ascertain the available resources of the state 
other than by direct taxation, to meet this amount. 
The amount reported to be 1n the treasury a? the commencement of the 
present session, 1s $4,111 52. It also appears from the same report. re- . 
ceived from the treasury department, tha” there is due for delinquent taxes 
the sum of $10,258 82, but which 1s estimated not available for more than 
$5,000, for the following reasons. 
First. That doubtless 1n most of the county treasuries that are in arrears, 
_emall quantities of teriitoual inceb'edaess will be found, which has been . 
received tn payment of revenue. according to law, 
Secondly, That some counties, Racine for instance, may have a good 
and valid set-off for the suppoit and maun enance of ecniicts eon- 
fined in ber Jail, under existing laws of the state. These reasons are 
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known to some of yourcommittee to exist to a smali extent. and how far that 
item may be relied upon as a source of revenue is wholly a matter of con-

jecture. Tt isalso believed that there are available funds in the hands of 
the receiver of canal lands, which your committee have estimated at $10,- 
000. l . 

These amounts deducted from the estimated expenses will leave a deficit 
of $55,888 48, which can only be supplied by a direct tax 

From reports furnished the senate by the secretary of state, it appears 
that the valuation of taxable property in the territory assessed for the year 
1847, was $14,025,631 21, being an increase over the amount assessed for 
the preceding year of $2,491,608 97, and estimating the increase of taxa- 
ble property at the same ratio for the present year, we have the amount 
of $16,93U,756 49. From the returns which give the foregoing statement 
it appears, that only nine counfies have made returns of assessments of 
personal property and improvements on real estate, aud in those counties 
those items alone amount to $3,034,960 53, Estimating that the rela- 
tive proportion between real estate and personal property and improvements 
be the same in the remaining countiés as in the nine first mentioned, (and 
your committee believe the estimate to be a fair one ) the personal proper- 
ty and improvements in those counties that have made no returns will 
amount to the sum of $4,067,310 98, which added to the foregoing esti- 
mate will make the total amount of taxable property ir: the state, when ail 
the counties shall have assessed their personal property and improvements, 
at $20,998,067 47, but which, for more convénient ca eulation your com- 
mittee have assumed at $21.000,000. 

Assuming the fact that the estimates are substantially correct, fiom a tax 
"of three mills on a dollar the state will derive a revenue of $03,000, ex- 
ceeding by $7,111 52 the estimated deficit; but which excess it is believ- 
'ed may be swallowed up in the item of delinquent taxes. 

"These.estimates are based upon the supposition that a re-assessment will 
take place previous to levying the taxes of the current year, but as your 
committee have doubts as to the propriety of that course, they have made 
their estimate also, based upon real estate, merchandise, and stock im in- 
corporated companies, adopting as their guide the rule of taxation asit has 

“heretofore existed in the territory since 1844, 

The total value of real estate, merchandise and stock in incorporated 
“companies for the year 1847 amounted to $10,991; 71 16, being an in- 
“crease over the preceding year of $1,795,242 45, The same ratio of in- 
‘crease for the present year over the last will give the présent value of the 
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property above specified at $13,189,285 30. Increasing then the rate of 
taxation to four and a half mills on the dollar, it will give the amount of 
$59,351] 78, exceeding the estimate by $3.048. 21. 

Your committee, having given the subject their most careful attention, 
would briefly ; resent some of the reasons that may in their opinion be urged 
in favor of the adoption of this last plan and estimate submitted, 

The assessment having alieady been made and returned to the proper of- 
fices for the present year, it cannot be re-taken, in the remaining nineteen 
counties, short of an expense of nearly or quite $11,000, which will be 
equal to one-sixth part of the entire amount of state revenue proposed to. 
be levied for the present and succeeding year. 

To illustrate the truth of the above statement needs but a single exam- 
ple. The county of Dane has twenty-two organized towns, with three as- 
sessors in each town, making in all sixty-six for the county, who, from,the 
best information your committee can obtain, would receive an average 
compensation of atleast fifteen dollars; making a total expense to the 
county of nine hundred and ninety dollars. The county of Sauk, one of 
the smallest counties under the county system of government‘, has three as- 
sessors, receiving an average compensation probably of not less than twen- 
ty-five dollais, making a sum total for tbe two counties of one thousand 
and sixty-five dollars. 

Enormous as this calculation may appear, your committee have reason 
to believe that this estimate is under rather than over the amount actually 
paid annually for assessments alone, in the two counties referred to. 

Again, from the limited period. of tne that must necessarily intervene 
between the passage of any law at the present session, and the necessary 
levying of taxes, it 1s quite doubtfal whether the promulgation of the act, 
and the assessment under it, can take place in time to effect the tax rolls of 
the present year. 

For these and other reasons, with which it is not necessary to trouble 
the senate at present, your committee unanimously recommend the estimate 
based upon the assesement already made. and thereby avoid the additional 
expense which otherwise must necessarly be incurred without a corres; 
ponding benefit. 

The committee will however notice some ot the objections that may, 
and doubtless will, with propriety be urged against the adoption of the re- 
commendation, which objections have net been overlooked, but have 
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received due consideration. The main objection, embracing nearly or quite 
all the minor ones, is the all-prevailing one of the day, viz: “constitu- 
tional? - 

The first section of the eighth article of the constitution provides, that 
«the rule of taxation shall be uniform, and taxes shall be levied upon such 
property as the legislatije shall prescribe.” 


That the system recommended, which levíes the state tax alone upon 
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real estate, merchandise and stock of incorporated companies, although 
adopted and followed by the legislature of the territory for the past three 
years, would be equal upon all property holders of the state, none could 
for a moment pretend to believe, but that it will be ^ uniform upon such 
property as the legislature shall preseribe," as hear as can be without an 
entire remodeling of the whole system of taxation through the state, is 
the unanimous opinion of your committee, 

No plan or system of taxation can possibly be devised, that will be uni- 
form, or which will operate equally upon all, untit a state board of equal- 
ization shall be established, to which all the assessments of real estate in 
the several counties shall be submitted and corrected. 

By an examination of the assessment of 1547, it will be found that in 
some counties the average assessed valie of lands per acre is more than 
double that of other counties, and that, too, without any good or even ap- 
párent cause. 

For example, in the rich and flourishing county of Dodge, lands are valued 
at $1.90 per acre; in the county of Jefferson, at $210; in the county of 
Sheboygan, at $3 13; and in the county of Crawford, at $4 25 per acre: 
but your committee proposé no remedy, as they are aware of none, except 
ás above stated, which cannot be put into practicable operation the present 
year, and would therefore leave the subject for the future action of the leg- 
islature ' 

It will be seen by reference to the treasurer's report, that there is now in 
the treasury about $9,000 of bonds and scrip issued by the territory, which» 
by law of congress of 1842, was made payable out of the treasury of the 
United States, and for the payment of which money has twice been placed 
in the hands of the proper officers of the territory for disbursement, but 
which, from causes not now in question, has never found its proper desti- 
Tation. ia m i -> 
* "The future’action of the treasury department upon that subject being of 
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such doubtful character, your committee have not taken that item into their 
estimate of the resources of the state, buf Tf made available, it will place 
that additional sum in the treasury, and if not, 1t will leave no deficit to be 
made up the coming year. 

Your committe however would recommend that one more effort be made 
to obtain the amount, and to carry out their views upon this subject a joint 
resolution is submitted, which, together with the accompanying bill, they 
recommend to the favorable consideration of the senate.

This is all the information on the points stated in the resolution of the 
senate that 1 have been able to collect either from the reports made to the 
executive or the legislative assembly. 

Ia connection with the subject,of the canal lands 1 would respectfully 
call the attention of the senate to the first resolution appended to the con< 
stitution of the state, and to the act of the legislative assembly passed at ifs 
las: session on the sub ect of these lands. The resolution referred to, 
(which it is understood has been aceeded to by congress} makes that por- 
tion of the canal grant ' a part of the 500,000 acres of land granted to 
the state by congress, all of which the constitution appropriates to the 
school fund, to bedisposed of 1n a particular manner prescribed in that in- 
strument. It follows, therefore, that the power of the canal officers to 
make any sale of these lands, after the taking effect of this resolution, 1s 
determined, which removes the necessity of longer contiuuing these officers.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTER ON INTERNAL IM- 
PROVEMENTS. 


The committee on internal improvements, to whom was referred a petition” 
in favor of passing a general law for the organization óf plank road com- 
panies, have authorized the undersigned to make the following 


; REPORT: 


Section 1st of the 11tn article of our state constitution, provides that 
“corporations without banking powers or privileges may be formed under 
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general Jaws, but shall not be created hy spécial act, except for municipal 
purposes, and in cases where, in the judgment of the legislature, the ob- 
jects of the corporation cannot be obtained under general laws.” 

Acquiescing in the expediency of this provision of the constitution, your 
committee believe that the road improvements of our state wil dérive pe- 
culiar advartages fion the enaciment of a general law on the subject — 
Uniformity in tle details of charters will thereby be attained, and these 
eorpora iens will thus loge maca al that odor of exelusive privilege which 
caused iLe old system to be viewed with such jealousy and distrust by the 
people; it will go tar towards drving up that prehte source of expensive 
and vexatious príva'e iegis ation, whichis elt asa growing and serious evil, 
as we,l in the congress of the nation as in thelegislative bod.esof the sey- 
eral states; and it will rel.eve this and ail future legislatures of our own 
sta'c from the pern.cious tendenc.es of the former system, and from the 
vaste of time consequent upon a throng of applications for individual eor- 
porations. f 

But it is not to be disguised, that many difficulties are presented in fra. 
ming a general law for thé setf-incofporation of associations for construct- 
ing plank, ra], MeAdam, turnpike or other roads. To effect the purposes 
of the eorporations, it will frequently become necessary to appropriate 
priva'e property to their own use, in laying out their roads through the 
Jands of individuals; and althougk the abstract mght-of the legislature 
thus to appropria e lands has been recognized, as well by usage as by con- 


u 


stitutional enaetment and judicia! decision, yet it is a power that ought to 
be exercized with the utmost delieacy, and: the- greatest caution should be 
observed in guarding against its abuse. Citizens deprived of their posses- 
sions for ob'ects of ostensib'e public atilny, should never thereby be made 
to suffer a pecuniary loss, nm should their private convenience be -wan 
tonly affected, or their personal: feelings outraged, by an obnoxious mode

of exercising that power. 

Yet your committee Lelicve that a plan may be devised, anda bill for a-> 
ge eral law be prepared, by which less injustice would be likely to be done ^ - 
to individual owners of property, than by the old system of procnring spe- 
cial charters from the legislature, where it has happened, and might again * 
occur, that the combined jnfluence of wealth and power has wrung char- - 
tered "monopolies froin reluctantly assenting legislative bodies, for these- 
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"eret purpose of oppressing indiyiduals and trampling on the rights ef the 
i 
masses, 


But as the question of framing a general-law fora kindred purpose, has 
been confided to a select comnnttee of this body, who at this time have 
the matter under consideration, it has been deemed expédient to defer to the 
report of that committee all further action on this subject t 

Knowing that the publie mind throughout the state is largely occupied 
with the subject of road improvements, and eager for detailed information 
as to the feasibility, cost, &e., of the various plans for improving public 
highways, your committee would beg leave to refer, so far as regards plank 
roads, to the report of a select committee made to the législative council 


at its last session, (and published 1n the appendix to the journal of that & 


session of the council) which is believed to embody a larger mass of facts 
and statistics, and to combine more practical information on the subject of 
plank roads, than any other document that has come within their knowl- - 
edge, and which may serve not only as a useful manual for plank road 
builders, but as profitable reading for all enquiring minds. 

And your committee would remark, in addition, that they are in pos- 
session of facts and statisties other than those to which the committee of 
the council had access when their report above alluded to was prepared— 
all of which are not only corroborative of the statements made and posi- 
tions laid down therein, but still farther demonstrate the peculiar adapta- 
uon of plank roads to the physical condition and business wants of Wis- 
consin. Infine, it has now become the settled conviction of almost every 
investigating mind, that this plan of improving common highways, is the 
ne plus ultra of road-making in our country. 

An jnteresting communication has been received by a member of your 
, committee, from the secretary of the trustees of the Longueuil and Cham- 
bly road, near Montreal, 12 Canada. On réference to the couneil report 
herein alluded to, it will be seen that the planks on this Longueuil road are 
laid obliquely (or diagonally) to its line; and the secretary of the compa- 
ny in his communication above réferred to, argues somewhat at length in 
favor of that position of the planks. He remarks, that 
«The tranverse (or cross-wise) plank, being each severally and individ- 
ually pressed at the same instant by a pair of wheels, vibrate twice as 
much asthose which undergo the pressure of only one wheel at a time." 
Now the conclusions of your committee are directly the reverse of this 
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ning: It seems obvious to them, that when the wheel-of a heavily.là- 
en vehicle strikes one end of a plank fost, while at the instant there is 


.. nothing to counter-balance the other end, that plank must not only vibrate 
. badly, but spring from end to end, and both ends being subjected to the 


same ordeal, must speedily become loosened, with a constant liability to 
be jostled out, of its place. While with the transverse mode of laying 
the plank, each plank being pressed evenly at both ends, and at the same 
instant, by a “pair of wheels,” it “stands to reason” that they must be kept 


_ firmly on their bed, and with less chance of vibration than under any other 


conceivable circumstances, 

Another objéetion urged by the secretary against the cross-wise plan, is, 
that “the end of the plank being square, affords no facility to regain the 
road-track after it has been Jeft”"—that the “ vandyked or zig-zag edges” of 
the oblique mode of construction, “enables carriages to recover the 


_track without grinding along the even ends of the plank, and forming- 


ruts.” 
This apparent difficulty is very easily and very cheaply obviated, as will 
be seen by referring to the council report, under the head of * manner of 


laying down the plank;" and the secretary will doubtless be surprised at 
the simplicity of the remedy—which is, that one in every three of the 


plank should project about three inches beyond the line of the track > this 
will most effectually cure the evil——or, rather, prevent the occurrence of 
it. 

But his last objection is even less substantyal than any of the preceding; 
jt is this: “ Perhaps I may add, that, as compared with the oblique plan 
this transverse one is one-half more expensive, unless the plauk is prepared 


~ of eight feet length expressly for the work—-a circumstance which will 


always add to the expense, as the rejected and unserviceable plank cannot 
he applied. to the ordinary purposes of cull-plank as readily as if they were 
of, the common length.” 

_ OF course, plank of eight feet in length will be expressly contrasted for. 
And your- committee conceive the idea more fancifal than real, that any 
considerable loss is tp accrue from refuse plank, which might be unsuita- 
ble. for-the road;-and. the notion that cull plank of eight feet in length 
would be nearly an entire waste, while those of twelve feet would be ser- 
viceable for. many purpoles, isnot founded upon deductions of reason or 
analogy. Ttcan hardly he imagined tbat cull plank three inches jn thick.

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CHARCOAL ROADS. 


I m 


Your committee thought they would not be transcending the range of 
nquiry with which they were charged, by embracing within their research- 
es facts and estimates with regard to the construction of charcoal roads.— 
This mode of improving public thoroughfares has, within a very few years 
past, attracted much attention in the newly settled districts of the northern 
portion of the United States, and the neighboring provinces pertaining to 
the crown of England. Charcoal roads appear to be well adapted to a 
heavily timbered country, and more especially to low, wet, and swampy 
regions. The facility of constructing them, as well as the economy and 
expedition with which the who:e work can be accomplished, are considera- 
tions which have impresssed many practical as well as scientific men with 
the belief, that they are preferable, in such localities, to every other kind of 
improvement. All experiments that have yet been made in charcoal roads, 
are said to have fully equalled the anticipations of their most enthusiastic 
advocates, They certainly possess one very obvious advantage 1a a thick- 
ly wooded region—that is, the simplicity of their structure, requiring nei- 
ther the science of an engineer nor the skill of a mechanic to build them: 
Any good wood-chopper could make about as rapid progress in laying 
down a charcoal road, as the most experienced turnpike-maker. 


i 
MODE OF CONSTRUCTION, &c. 


The method fiist adopted was, to char the wood in “pits,” after the fashion 
of preparing coal for furnaces and for smithing, and then to spread it on 
the roadway to a sufficientdepth. Further experience, however, very soon 
suggested a greatly improved method of laying down this kind of road, 
which we find thus described in Professor Gillespie’s “Manual on Road 
Making” : A 

* Timber from 9 to 18 inches through is cut 24 feet long, and piled up 
lengthwise in the center of the road about 5 feet high, being about nine 
feet wide at the bottom aud two at the top, and then covered with straw 
and earth in the manher of coal pits: The earth required to cover the pile, 
taken from each side, leaves two good sized ditches; in this position, the 
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timber, though not split, is easily charred—and, when charred, the earth is 

removed to the side of the ditches, the coa] raked down to a width of 15 

feet, leaving it two feet thick at the center and one at the sides—and the 
_ road is completed ” 

About 70 rods of a charcoal road was thus made in the, Cotton Wood 
Swamp in the town ot Blissfeld, Lenawee county, Michigan, and comple: 
ted in 1845, which cost at the rate of only $600 per mile Itis represented 
as being very compact and solid, and free from mud and dust." 

In connection with this last named fact, however,-a member of your 
committee must remark, that on a short piece of charcoal road at the south, 
over a “slough,” (or mud-hole) he found the coal,dust very annoying in 
dry hot weather, smutting the garments and complexions of all who might 
happen to * kick up a dust" in passing ovef the road. 

Mr. Whittlesey, and Mr. Newton, (quoted in the patent office report,) 
who passed over this coal road in Michigan immediately after a rain, re- 
mark, that 

“At each end of the different sections of the coal road, the mud on the 
causeway was felloe-deep where there was that depth of earth, and nearly 
or quite half axle-tree deep where the logs of the causeway were broken; 
when, on the coal-road, there was neither water or mud; and the impress 
of the feet of a horse passing rapidly overit, was like that on hard washed 
sand, as the surf recedes, on theshore of the lake. The water is not drain- 
ed from the ditches, and yet there are no ruts or inequalities in the surface 
of the coal road, except what is produced by more compact packing on the 
line of travel.” 

Jn the timbered regions on the lake border, where the roads are really 
perilous during wet seasons and at the breaking up of the foundations of 
the frost in the spring. (more especially between Racine and Milwaukee, 
and from the latter city on most of the routes northwardly and westward- 
ly towards the interior) charcoal roads certainly recommend themselves to 
the serious consideration of the friends of road improvements, and to all 
public spirited and philanthropic citizens.

REPORT OF THE SELECT COMMITTEE ON THE RE- 
PEAL OF ALL LiY'S FOR THE COLLECTION 
OF DEBTS. 


The committee to whom was referred the petition of Wm Sales, and 
others, citizens of Dodge county, askm& the legislature to abol.sh all laws 
for the collectionof debts, have had the same under consideration, and re- 
spectfully ask leave to à 


is REPORT: 
That they are fully impressed with the importance of the measure sought 


for by the petition in question, and will discuss its merits as briefly as is 
cónsistent with a subject of that character. Theidea of the abolition of 


«the collection laws, however it may startle the admirer of past or present 


institutions, is one which is growing rapidly in the popular mind; one 
which mevitably grows out of popular progress; and one which, through 
progress, must sooner or later become the policy of our government.— 
Whatever may be the chimeras of individual minds, your committee be- 
lieved that the popular instincts, when left free to pursue the nataral chan- 
nels of progress, are never wrong. Under our government the mind of 
man 1s left comparatively free, and its march in asserting and regaining 
human rights, has been steadily onward. Nearly every one of the funda- 
mental laws of the several states of the Union have undergone modifiea- 
tions since their first establishment, and 1n every one so changed, there has 
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been a higher and broader recognition of the principles of liberty and equal. 
ity, and of man’s capacity to govern himself, Wrong after wrong, tyran- 
ny after tyranny, falls before the progress and_exfansion of the popular 
mind, and it cannot be doubted that. through the inevitable progressive 
principle, man will one day stand forth in perfect freedom—the controller, 
not the creature of circumstances—neither the slave of a pampered aris- 
tocracy of wealth, nor of political intrigues and corruption—independent 
as the planets of heaven, but hke them, moving one with the other in per- 
fect harmony. Such is the ultimate result of piogression, and the aboli- 
tion of these laws, we look upon as one of the first steps in the onward 
march. 

Your committee are well aware. that a policy, however wrong and cor- 
rupt, which has existed as long as the one sought to be changed. has, from 
the efforts of man to adapt himself to its operations, a deep and strong hold 
upon the popular mind, but it is hardly thought necessary, in this age of 
the world, to advocate institutions because they have been adopted by past 
ages-—or that because a thing has been, 16 must necessarily always be 

We are the descendents of men who once lived in rude huts; who dress- 
ed in the skins of wild beasts, and who lead 1n all respects a savage life — 
The argument against change would have been just as good in their day as 
itis in ours. Doubtless 1n the lapse of a period of time corresponding 
with that which has passed from the savage condition of our ancestors until 
the present period of our comparitive eivilization, the world will witness 
moral and social changes in the condition of man, quite equal to those 
already witnessed. and marking as great a degree of progress. Let us not 
then, fear or scouta measure which is new. Weare the law-making g pow- 
er of our young state, and 1t becomes us to consider whether the measure 
sought does not really be! long to the spirit of the age, and whether it is 
not really demanded for the moral, social and political prosperity of ‘the 
great body of the people of the age The ideas of the child are not those" 
of the man. As the child progresses to manhood, he puts of his old and’ 


puts on new thoughts. The immaturity of the popular mind is the child. ` 
hood of society—the expansion of the popular mind i js the progress to ma.” 
turity of society ; ; and the ideas of to day have no more tight to claim. to” 
be the ideas of to-morrow, than have the thoughts of the child to be those : 


of the man. 


If it be claimed by the advocates of these laws that justice win be vio- 
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lated by their abrogation, your committee are struck at the outsét ith one 
important fact- They find the system of credits entirely voluntary: No 
law exists compelling a man to give credit. [t ests with him-to investi- 
gate all the chances of payment and deliberately make up his mind as te 
the good policy of trusting the individual seeking credit. That the creditor 
has a just right to demand the appliance of alf the laws bearing upon a 
‘contract which existed at the time such contract was made, is not denied, 
-because such laws did impliedly if not expressly, euter into and become a 
part of such contracts; but when credit is entirely voluntary, it becomes 
simply i a question of cales to what extent payment may be put upon 
the same principle If men may be left entirely to their own sagacity in 
entrusting their property to other hands, why may not the same voluntary 
principle be permitted to govern the whole transaction, debt as well as 
credit. PU LUE 

That it is incumbent upon every individual membe: of society to do 
what is right and just, is selfevident; but when the question turns upon 
the enaetment of laws to compel right and justice, it becomes a matter of 
discussion whether certain institutions accomplish the ends sought; and 
when experience and discussion proves them entirely ineffectual, their abo- 
lition becomes a question of expediency and sound public policy How- 
ever much justice then may be embodied i in the principle that one man 
should render to another his dues, it does not follow as a matter or course 
that that question is involved in the collection laws. The principle e exists 
in man's natural and correct relations; but these laws are the mere ma- 
chinery of fallible minds, and are entitled: to no consideration a asidé from 
their utility. 

But so far as the abstract question of justice is concerned, the opinion ¢ ‘of 
the popular mind seems to have heen pretty well expressed from time to 
time throughout the Union. Exemption existe ‘upon the statute books of : 
every state of the Union—-from the exemption of the body: of the debtor, to" 
tha, exemption of his homestead. Exemptions are but another naihe fer 
the repeal of the collection laws ; for just 80 far as they go, to that extent 
are these laws repealed ; and whilst by exemptions the collection isis a are : 
entirely repealed so far as a large class of our people are éóncerned, ter- - 
tainly the question. of justice is not involved in the consideration whether 
Íney shall be extended to cover the whole population. , If justice" be in- 
volved in the question. at issue, “then of necessity rank injustiée héa been 
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perpetrated from time to time by the popular mind in its progressive enact- 
ments, And yet we doubt whether any man will claim that the exemp- 
tions which exist on our owh statutes or those of any state of the Union are 
unjust, and we do uot know of a case on record, where an exemption was 
made or extended, that its repeal was eyer demanded or ever had. Doubt- 
less whea the corps of the debtor was first exempted, thé idea stariled the 
conservative minds of the age to as great an extent as does now the ques- 
tigu; of homestead, exemption, and your committe conceive that precisely 
the same principle existed in one case as the other., That idea belonged to 
that age, this belongs to this. True, many seek to make distinctions. — 
Justice is culled one thing, and mercy another; and although justice de- 
mands that the creditor be stripped of every thing and perhaps thrown 
ante prison, (for we are not informed to what extent the demarids of justice 
go,) mercy demands a different course—that you should exempt his body 
anda portion of his property, and that done, justice shall again step in and 
depose mercy, and there you must stop. We are unable to make this dis” 
‘tinction Justice, is nght. To act justly 1s to do rightly; and whatever 
justice may demand, should be done. and will never conflict with mercy ; 
for if justice be mterfered with, to that extent, of necessity, is a wrong 
epmmitted; and if the collection laws be just, then their repeal to an,ex- 
tent-however slight, is an act of injustice, and a wrong, and should not be 
committed. So that. we arrive at the conclusion, that either the abstract 
question of justice 15 nol embodied in these laws, and 1s not compromised 
by their repeal, or that the people of the states of the Union have been 
perpetrating through long years a series of acts of injustice and wrong.— 
That the former of these conclusions is the correct one. we believe, from 
„the fact, that while good never does nor ever can,arise from persistence in 
wrong; 1s not demed-that good has grown out of these exemptions, so 
faras they -have gone; and to.such an extent that the popaļar mind is now 
To farther exemptions, 

¿Thas body has with great unauimity piei an act exempting forty acres 
Sat ‘land with the improvements, from forced salé. Suppose this act had 
been attempted. ten years since, ıt is not doubted that the same objections 
È would, have been seriously urged on the scote of a violation of justice, às 

are now urged against a further extension of the principle. But at the 
presént time, the most inveterate opponents of homestead exemption, urge 
, no objection of that kind. lis universally conceded | that inasmuch a 
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the law is prospective in its action, and all men know its provisions, no 
one is wronged thereby. Certainly there can be no difference in the prin- 
ciplé of the measure enacted by this body, and that sought in the prayer 
of this petition. The difference is simply in the fact that one has been 
matured in the public mind, and the other is yet iri à great degree new. 

If, then, no ptinciple of justice is to be vio'ated by the enactment of the 
Tnéasure sought, the question resolves itself into onë of expediency and 
publie policy; and in this light we will proceed to examine it; and this 
examination may be divided under three heads: i : 

“Ist The cost of the colfection laws; 
__ad. Their necessity and effects; 
Sd. "The effect of their repeal. 
' The first subject of inquiry here presented; opens a broader field of in-_ 
Véstigation than your committee desire to occupy. They’ will content 
‘themselves with presenting a few prominent facts, which will be ample to 
‘all public attention to the enormous cost of this machinery, and they hope, 
set the inftids of those interested to a closer investigation of the subject; 
‘materials for which investigation so abundantly present themselves in ev- 
‘ery ‘neighborhood. Tn the outset your committee do not claim that alt 
the‘samis paid in to the support of the machinery of justice throughout the 
‘and, are" oécasioned by the collection laws, but they do believe that cer- 
‘tdinly three-fourths of such costs are the direct results of these laws.

have before us the production of an able per in which occurs the following: 
“Could the expense of such an establishment be "estimated correctly, xt 
would probably be found to amount to two hundred millions of dollars 
annually, in the United States;" and again, a committee of the-Mississip- 
pi legislature, which had the matter under consideration and thoroughly 
investigated it, reported the cost of the collection laws at $200,000,000 per 
annum Your commu'tee do not think the estimate reaches the truth, as 
a superficial examination will disclose, but at is sufficient for their pur- 
pose to take this estimate, and in view of 1t all other sources of general 
expense sink into insignificance The whole expenses of our late war 
with Mexico do not equal this yearly tax. The annual expense of our 
government for its whole support, including the army and navy, does not 
equal more than one-eighth of this cost. We have in round numbers in 
this Union, a population of 20,000,000, This would make the tax $10 to 
every man, woman and child of the nation; and estimating the usual ratio 
vf five persons to each family, would make $50 to each and every family 
ofthe Union. Butthen, as 1t comes of necessity from those who produce, 
it will be necessary to ealenlate accordingly ; and as the number of non- 
producers may be set down at one-third of the population, it would leave 
about $70 apiece foy each family of producers. Your committee. might 
enter into x calculation showing the many modes in which the money 
might be expended in great individual and national benehts. We havenot 
the data to speak certainly, but we apprehend there is not a school fund in 
"any state of the Union which furmshes to each family an amount per an- 
num equal to this. Ifthe cause of education be one as is universally ad- 
mitted, which involves in the highest degree the advaucing intelligence 
and morals of our people, what a magnificent result might be accomplish- 
ed by a fund of this character, How long would it be by a judicious ap- 
plication of this enormous amount, before the mass of mind would be e! 
vated above the causes producing the litigation which exists throughout 
the country. But your committee will leave it to the reflection of mem- 
‘bers to conceive of the great variety of modes by which this enormous 
"fatid might be made to minister to individual and national greatnéss, 
The next point for consideration will be the necessity for thoéélaws.—— 
Á strong necessity should be shown to prevail for their existence to justify 
their enórmous cost. It is buta poor piéce of individual économy to 
maintain any expense which yields no corresponding remuneration; noris 
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such a course any less poor nahonal economy. If these laws cost more 
than they come to, it is well to consider the matter and avoid the cost.— 
Let us examine it. It 1s generally admiitted that they do not accomplish 
the end for which they are designed—that 1s, compel the payment of debts. 
It will be recollected that geatlemen on this floor who announced their 
hostility to the rneasure sought by this petition, deliberately admitted that 
thesé laws were, useless to compel a man to pay his debts who desired to 
avoid them, H this be the case, and all, know it to be, 15 any other argu- 
ment-necessary ta justify their entire and total repeal If they fail to 
compel the ónly class of people upon whom they are intended to operate 
to meet.their requirements, upon what ground can these enormous costs be 
longer justified? You certainly do not want them to compel the man who 
walk pay without them ; and yet by admission they affect none other. But 
admitting them fully effectual for the proposed end—that they compelled 
the payment of all debts contracted, it can yet be shown that they are 
worse than useless. Their cost. for every productive family throughont 
the country. has been shown to be at "east $70 per annum. Now, your 
committee firmly believe, could the facts be arrived at, it would be found 
that the debts of this class of our people would mot average per annum 
more than this cost. What, then, 1s the plain, palpable, positive result of 
the repeal of this law. You save to the labor of the country this cost, and 
consequently enable them to avoid this debt, So that it appears the exist- 
ence of these laws furnish the necessity for them. This 1s not a difficult 
question in arithmatie or mathematics about which there can be a great 
deal of doubt. Every,man who knows how much is twice two, can figure 
it put, We havea cost-te. the labor of the country of $200,000,000. The 
debts of those who pay the cost are $200,000,000. Save the cost and you 
save the necessity of the debt, and the laws are no longer of use. 
«But it is claimed they exercise a salutary and healthful influence upon 
society. If it be well for society that the labor ot the country be taxed 
„200,000,000 of dollars per annum; that there exist the extreme of wealth 
and, poverty—that there be thousands of useless and unproductive members 
of society, and that the labor of the country be ground to the earth to sup- 
.port ‘them, then they must exercise a most healthful influence. But if, on 
-theether hand, it be well that labor have secured. to st its honest earnings, 
and that it be not ‘needlessly taxed; that there be not the extremes of 
wealth and poverty; that there be not useless and unproductive members 
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of society, living*tipon the sweat and toil of others, then they exercise np 
healthy influence, but the opposite, Your committee believe that upon the 
labor of the country depends its prosperity and progress in republicanism 
and freedom Any system of things which uselessly taxes and oppresses 
labor, to that extent retards repubhcanism; and we have the alternative 
of progress in republicanism or destruction of oor republican institutions 

‘There is no stand-still in this matter’ we must either throw off this load and 
advance. or be content to Le weighed down and crushed by it. Itis claim- 
ed, we know, that to repeal these laws will reduce society to anarchy ; 
that the strong will tyrannize over tbe weak ànd that brute force will 
assume the place made vacant by the repeal of these laws. Yourcommut- 
tee hardly know how to answer arguments such as these. The idea that 
the morals of society are dependent upon these laws, or any other laws, 
and that their repeal will disorganize and subvert society, is rather pecu- 
liar The present organization of society 1s not the result of laws, bút the 
cause of them ; and being a cause instead of an effect, 1t 15 hardly presin- 
able that removing this effect 38 to destroy the cause. Society depends for 
its charaeter entirely upon the inféllectual and moral developement of the 
members composing it, and if the repeal of these laws is to subvert socie? 
ty, it must be shown that their repeal 1s to affect the fnoral and intellectu- 
al character of the people. Your committee see a very difierent result in 
the repeal of these laws; a resalt which furnishes one of the principal ar- 
guments in its favor. Society, as is known, has progressed from a savage 
to its present comparatively civilized condition. As intellect and morales 
are further expánded and developed, society will assume new relations and 
take higher grounds. Just in proportion then as by our institutions we 
furnish the means to the mass of mankind tó improve themselves intellett- 
vally and morally, we furnish the certainty of higher and better organiza- 
tions of society. At the present time we have wealth in the hands of those 
who do not labor'and poverty on the side of those who do. ' Those who 
Jabor none, are perverting the object of their creation, aud those who aré 
compelled to physical labor, without relaxation, are equally perverting 
the objects of their creation. On one side we have repletion withoüt labor; 
wherein all the objects to progression are removed; on the other we have’ 


prostration from excessive labor, where the ability to progress is removed. ` 
We propose to rémove this enormous tax upon the labor of the country, so ` 


that by securing to it the ability to progress, we insure progression. We 
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«propose at the samé time, by taking from the ton-pioditcers the means by 
whichthey subsist in idle wealth, to put them in precisely the same posi. 
tion with the producers. To enable them to live, we will compel them to 
the field af. profitable production; secure them the avails of their labor, 

and by the competence aceymulated, enable all to avail themselves of the 
means of moral and intellectual culture, and consequent progression and 
higher elevation of society, Your committee might dilate at length on 
this point, but will content themselyes by presenting the matter briefly in 
a mere practical shape. We have before alluded to the fact. that exemp- 
tions so far as they go, are a repeal of these laws. Now we would ask if 
society has suffered ftom á partial repeal of these laws. No man argues or 
coneerves that the passage of the homestead exemption, is to subvert soci- 
ety. On the contrary it has been ably argued by the opponents of the prin- 
ciples we seek, that such exemption would benefit and elevate society; and 
yet the passage of the aet will place one-half or two-thirds of the entire 
property of the state beyond the collection laws. Who Ns it that is to 
suffer, from a repeal of these laws? The business man makes no complaint, 
He evidently does not care; but all his sympathies are for the poor labor- 
er, the farmer and the producer, generally, who by such actis to be deprived 
of. credit and be consequently unable to live. Your committee might hére 
with propriety allude to the singular state of things which compels those 
who' produce all the wealth of the country, to ask credit of those who pro~ 
duce none of it, but they wish to call attention to another fact: Is there a. 
case oprrecord where an exemption was ever "made, that the poor laborer: 
whose property was exempt, asked that it mgh be again subjected to the 
sheriff s. hammer, that they, the poor laborer, might be enabled to get credit, 
and have their rights better protected? When imprisonment lor debt was 
abolisbed, and the-law no longer pledged the body ot the poor debtor for. 
his debts, we do not find a.case on record, where the poor debtor ever peti- 
tioned that his rights might be protected, and he be enabled to get credit 


or get a living by being ES subjected to the debtor's cell. We would - 


call upon honorable members to examine the files of petitions,-in both | 
houses, and find one if they can, from the poor laborer, asking that his, 
stove, his bed; his cow, his oxen, or any other property exempted might . 
be again subjecied:to the sheriff s hammer to protect his rights or enable 
him ta live. And yetitis, we are told, the poor laborer's, the farmers, and 
the producers generally, who are to be ruined bylaws of this character.—. 
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Does any one anticipate that if [we now pass the homestead exemption, 
that the individual whose home is exempt, will besiege us here and de- 
mand a repeal of such exemption No one has such antieipations. Where 
then 1s this subversion of society to come fróm? The producer is at the 
foundation of our social progress and existence We find no evidence of 
anarchy from the repeal of these laws so far as they have gone; and we 
find that those most interested in them, have never objected to their repeal, 
so fax as such repeal has been had. Your committee then cannot forbear 
the conclusion, that the fears of the subversion of society by the repeal of 


these laws—-or the idea of salutary effect upon society by their contrivance, 


are both without foundation. 
In conclusion, your committee arrive at the following results: 
No principle of justice is violated by the repeal of the collection laws. 
The election laws are ineffectual for the end they propose. 
The cost of the collection laws are probably equal to the whole amount 
of debts contracted by the producers of the country. : 
~ Save to the Wbducers the cost'of these laws, and you save to them the 
necessity of contracting debts, and consequently do away with the necessity 
of the laws. - t 
By saving to the labor of the country the cost, you add to the means of 
mental and moral improvement, the effect of which is to elevate and im- 
prove society. ` 
These are the conclusions in brief, to which your committee have arrived, 
but 11 .uswer to the prayer of the petition, your committee suggest no ac- 
tion at present, believing that through the instrumentality of exemption, 
the result sought 1s being attained as rapidly as is expedient.
